Greenbelt Police Expect to Occupy 
Their New Quarters in September

Their own state-of-the- 
art, stand alone police sta¬ 
tion is about to become a 
reality to Greenbelt Police 
Chief James Craze and Lieu¬ 
tenant Kenneth Stair. With¬ 
in a month or so, the police 
hope to occupy their $2,225,- 
000 building set back behind 
the trees near the comer of 
Kenilworth Avenue and 
Crescent Road. 

Over five years ago, the idea 
of having a police facility apart 
from the Municipal Building 
which has served the police for 
26 years gained the support of 
the citizens and the city council. 
An expanding police force, a 
growing city with big city drug 
crimes, and a squadron of offic¬ 
ers writing out reports in hall¬ 
ways spelled out the need. 

Today, the two-story sand- 
colored brick building, with its 
distinctive Art Deco brown bands 
and glass brick, is nearly com¬ 
pleted by the Edmar Construc¬ 
tion Company. Designed by the 
Greenbelt architects Grimm and 
Parker, it blends so well with 
the rest of the city that except 
for the mounds of construction 
dirt, one has the feeling the 
building was built in 1937 by 
the Resettlement Administration. 

1989 Technology 

Once inside the building, how¬ 
ever, you are aware that this fa¬ 
cility fulfills its users’ dreams— 
a very modern building with 1989 
technology. Most people will 
enter the building on the upper 
level although sixty percent of 
the 16,000 square feet is below 
ground. 

The upper level is the public 
area. A dispatcher will sit at a 
control center in a large glass 
enclosed area to the left of the 
entrance. Video cameras monitor 
doors throughout the building. 
Sophisticated security and com¬ 
munications systems are con¬ 
trolled by the dispatcher. Visit-

ing police officers will be requir¬ 
ed to check their weapons in a 
gun locker placed beside the dis¬ 
patcher’s window to avoid pos¬ 
sible confrontations in the pub¬ 
lic area. 

There is a public meeting room 
to the right of the dispatcher 
Able to accommodate 50 or more 
persons, the room may be reserv¬ 
ed by local groups. A unique fea¬ 
ture of the room is the peaked 
ceiling with fluorescent lighting 
which gives the effect of sky¬ 
lights. During the day, the room 
will be used for specialized 
training. Chief Craze feels that 
the Greenbelt police will receive 
a lot of free training as a result 
of having an available facility 
that other police also may use. 

To the right of the entrance 
is a small room with curving 
glass brick walls and pale olue 
carpeting. This will be used by 
persons who are distraught and 
need privacy. The room is de¬ 
signed to suggest calm. 

Upper Floor 

Also on the first floor are the 
computer room and rooms for 
the administrative staff includ¬ 
ing the police chief, secretarie? 
patrol commanders, purchasing,

payroll, records, and a confer¬ 
ence room A crime laboratory 
will enable one person and three 
assistants trained in forensic 
science to process evidence in¬ 
cluding fingerprinting, chemical 
analysis, blood testing. The 
room has its own emergency 
shower should a worker be tem¬ 
porarily blinded by caustic chem¬ 
icals. A photography laboratory 
adjoins this room, permitting the 
police to process their own film. 

The lower level houses police 
operations. A property and evi¬ 
dence room is specially construc¬ 
ted with brick from floor to ceil¬ 
ing to be secure. Entry codes 
are changed monthly. Plus, the 
dispatcher controls access to this 
room. 

Armory 

The armory is another room 
that is virtually explosion pfoof 
and fire proof. It contains a 
storehouse of bullets and other 
explosives and has specially con¬ 
structed walls and heavy metal 
door. 

In Greenbelt, persons arrested 
for crimes are held usually a 
maximum of two hours before 
they are transferred to the Coun¬ 
ty jail in Upper Marlboro. Nev¬ 
ertheless security is maximum. 
The officer with a prisoner will 
drive into a sally port, a special 
fenced area at the lower level. 
The officer will exit his vehicle 
and check his gun in a gun loc¬ 
ker beside the entrance door 
"We don’t want to make a bad 
situation worse,” Chief Craze 
comments. Once his gun is check¬ 
ed, the officer will escort the 
prisoner through the door which

Council Approves Benefit Program 
For Temporarily Disabled Employees

At the regular meeting on Monday, July 10 the Green¬ 
belt City Council unanimously passed a series of ordinances 
and an enabling resolution establishing a new program of 
temporary disability benefits for city employees. Among 
the provisions of this new program are the creation of a 
special Temporary Disability Reserve Fund, from which dis¬ 
bursements would be paid; the doubling of the present 
administrative leave period which the City Manager may 


grant to any employee who is 
fic definitions and guidelines 
claim benefits. 

The city has developed its own 
disability program, according to 
City Manager James K. Giese, 
because it can offer “better bene¬ 
fits than could be obtained 
through private insurance cov¬ 
erge” and at no greater cost. The 
new ordinances have been in the 
works for some time and were 
discussed at a council workses- 
sion on June 29, after which the 
enabling resolution was revised 
upward to provide cost of living 
adjustments to authorized dis¬ 
ability payments. Rules were 
suspended at the July 10 meet¬ 
ing so that the amended resolu¬ 
tion could be considered for sec¬ 
ond reading and voted on by the 
council. 

Establishment of Fund 

The nucleus of the new fund 
will come from the balance of 
another reserve fund, which was 
set up to pay for unfunded ac¬ 
crued liability for the retire¬ 
ment of city employees, for which 
a final payment of $43,500 will 
be owed to the State of Mary¬ 
land in 1990. (As this fund has 
been earning interest, the total 
amount of money set aside has 
increased beyond the needs for 
which it was established. Pres¬ 
ently more than $200,000 re¬ 
mains in the fund.) As needed, 
other monies will be added to the 
Temporary Disability Reserve 
Fund to maintain a balance which 
is to equal 3% of budgeted sal¬ 
aries and wages paid to city 
employees during the previous 
year. City employees themselves 
will pay no money to support this 
program. 

Disbursements from this new 
reserve fund can be made for 
the following purposes: tempo¬ 
rary disability benefits, legal 
and other professional fees re¬ 
lated to challenging claims, and 
administration of the program 
itself. Funds above the level of 
immediate needs for disburse¬ 
ment can be invested in short¬ 
term interest-bearing note s, 
bonds or other obligations. As 
needed, the city manager may 
transfer, as authorized by coun¬ 
cil, unexpended funds from the 
city’s General Fund into this spe¬ 
cial reserve fund to maintai i n 

Secondary School

Early registration for new 
secondary school students in all 
middle and high schools in Prince 
Georges County schools will be 
held August 7, One counselor 
will be present at each middle 
school and two at each high 
school.

Benefits Plan 

Previously an employee in 
jured on the job could be grant¬ 
ed up to 240 hours of adminis¬ 
trative leave, in addition to sick 
leave and vacation leave. Under 
the terms of the new ordinance, 
the maximum amount of admin¬ 
istrative leave will double to 480 
hours with adequate medical 
documentation. Compensation will 
be paid at the employee's nor¬ 
mal rate of pay, less the amount 
of compensation already paid by 
w o r k e r’s compensation insur¬ 
ance. 

In cases where the employee’s 
injury permits him or her to 
function at a lesser level than 
previously, that employee may 
be given a temporary work as¬ 
signment including lighter dut¬ 
ies or shorter work hours, Ap 
proval for such substitute work 
must be granted by the em¬ 
ployee's physician. The employe 
will be paid at the rate of the 
permanent assignment. 

Whether the employee is in 
jured on or off the job, short¬ 
term disability coverage shall 
continue for one year from the 
date of injury and may be ex¬ 
tended for another year. The rate 
of compensation, beginning 31 
days after the disability occurs, 
will be two-thirds of the regular 
salary or wages for a 40-hour 
work week. (Overtime pay is not 
included in computing this com¬ 
pensation package.) After six 
months, compenstion will be re¬ 
duced to 50%. For on-the^job 
injuries, disability payments will 
begin after administrative leave 
is used up—that is, after almost 
three months. 

Maternity Leave 

Included in the new compen¬ 
sation package for disability are 
provisions for maternity leave. 
A pregnant employee is expected 
to work up to the day of child¬ 
birth, unless a medical deter¬ 
mination recommends otherwise. 
Normally disability benefits for 
childbirth would not last beyond 
the 42nd day following the birth 
of the child but could be extended 
in ease of medical complications. 

During the time of an em¬ 
ployee’s disability, the city will 
make its normal contributions to 
benefit plans provided by the 
city, including contributions to 
the Maryland State Retirement

To the Editor: 

In a recent letter, Mat Amberg, 
for whom I have the deepest 
respect, turned his disapproval 
my way, I’m afraid. He calls for 
cooler heads to prevail, and I 
figure my ears hang from one 
of the hotter ones. The imme¬ 
diate cause of Mr. Amberg’s con¬ 
cern is the acrimony generated 
by the recent vote on the Center 
School issue. There is a deeper 
significance here, however, that 
deserves some attention. 

Democracy implies that the 
community will abide by the will 
of the majority. It does not mean 
that the unsuccessful minorities 
in any issue will cease to have 
strong feelings and convictions 
merely because they are unpopu¬ 
lar. I suspect that Mr. Amberg 
is at least as familiar with the 
reality of this concept as I am. 

Feelings that can be un-felt, 
or even modulated, by the out¬ 
come of an election are not feel¬ 
ings worthy of the depth of con¬ 
troversy Greenbeit has just ex¬ 
perienced. Bitterness and acri¬ 
mony are the signs of commit¬ 
ment and passion. They are 
healthy signs of community ac¬ 
tivism and awareness. The al¬ 
ternative, Mr. Amberg, leads to 
tyranny.

Invest our talent 
and vigor in bigger issues, or, if 
we insist on fighting about 
smaller ones, at least pick more 
clear-cut ones and still maintain 
civility.

Citizens efforts and participation are essential to meet 
state and county mandates to considerably increase the 
city's recycling of waste materials. Therefore, Council 
is establishing an ad hoc committee to evaluate existing 
refuse collection procedures and to consider any modifi¬ 
cations to increase the amount of waste materials to be 
recycled; to consider the efficiency of refuse collection 
procedures and convenience of service to refuse custom¬ 
ers ; to consider fees being charged; and to address ways 
and means of accomplishing recycling in areas presently 
not receiving city refuse service. 

The committee shall consist of eleven members to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Council:

One resident each of Lakeside, Boxwood, Lakewood,

Two members from areas presently NOT receiving 
city refuse collection service.

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Domino’s Pizza Set to Open 
August 14 at Centerway

Domino's Pizza is set to open at 151 Centerway on 
Monday, August 14, according to Mike Pfabe, Development 
Coordinator and Corporate Comptroller for Chesapeake 
Pizza, the franchisee that will operate the store. Chesa¬ 
peake Pizza currently owns 12 Domino's Pizza franchises 
in the area. 


The Greenbelt location will be 
responsible for delivering pizzas 
in the area within a one-mile 
radius of the store, according 
to Pfabe. There will be no in¬ 
store dining facilities; however, 
pizzas can be carried out. No 
employees had been hired as of 
the end of July; however, Pfabe 
anticipates that the store will 
employ from 30 to 35 full- and 
part-time workers. 

A major concern of Greenbelt 
residents is the safety hazard 
that speeding drivers trying to 
deliver pizzas on time might 
cause. Pfabe said that Domino's 
is committed to maintaining a 
safety-conscious fleet of drivers. 
Drivers must be at least 18 years 
of age, have a license, car and 
insurance, and a safe driving 
record. “All new drivers must 
take a defensive driving course 
within a few weeks of being 
hired,” Pfabe said. “We also have 
a safety director who follows the 
drivers and completes a report 
every month on each driver.” Ad¬ 
ditionally, he said that drivers 
are not held financially liable for 
late pizzas, and that drivers use 
their own cars because Domino's 
has found that “drivers are more 
careful in their own cars.” 

Pfabe also pointed out that, 
since pizzas only take 10-11 min¬ 
utes to make and that almost 
every location in the store's ter¬ 
ritory is no more than 5 min¬ 
utes from Roosevelt Center, 
there is no reason for delivery 
to take even close to the 30 
minutes the company guarantees. 

In preparation for opening, the 
site of the store is currently 
being renovated. Outside paint¬ 
ing will be done using the color 
scheme the city government 
hopes to see the rest of the Cen¬ 
ter merchants adopt soon, ac¬ 
cording to Pfabe.

Outstanding Citizen Award 
Received by Noble in 1979 

by Sandra Barnes 

It was ten years ago, on Labor Day weekend, that 
then 75-year-old Ralph Noble received one of Greenbelt’s 
highest awards — that of Outstanding Citizen for 1979. 
On receiving the award from the Labor Day Festival Com¬ 
mittee, an astonished Noble commented, “I’ll look it over 
to be sure it’s right . . . It’s a great honor ... a great 
society.” 

August 13 is the deadline for 
nominations for this year's Out¬ 
standing Citizen. See nomination 
form on page 5.) 

Noble has been a Greenbelt 
resident for 36 years. Currently 
in ill health, he is in the Green- 
belt Nursing Home. His wife of 
63 years, Beatrice, died earlier 
this year. 

Ralph Noble was honored by 
his community for his many 
worthwhile accomplishments. The 
News Review article of Sep¬ 
tember 13, 1979, aptly described 
his contributions: 

. . He has been extremely 
active in the Mowatt Memorial 
United Methodist Church and has 
held almost every position there. 

Noble has also put in over 25 
years of work with the Boy 
Scouts and was instrumental in 
the formation of Scout Packs 
746 (Methodist Church) and 1746 
(Catholic Church). He also was 
a member of the Greenbelt dele¬ 
gation to the Coop Congress for 
six years. 

Noble and his wife nuVed to 
Greenbelt in May, 1953, in the 
first group of non-veteran buy¬ 
ers after the Government sold 
the project to GHI , . . they 
resided at 11-B Ridge Road. 

Noble has been a member of 
the Board of Trustees of the 
Methodist Church and acting 
secretary of that group, chair¬ 
man of the Pastor-Parish Rela¬ 
tions Committee . . . editor of 
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the c h u r c h newsletter, the 
Churches lay representative to 
the Baltimore Methodist Con¬ 
ference. 

Noble was president of the 
Board of Trustees when the 
Methodists decided to build their 
present building. He taught Sun¬ 
day School for 20 years and was 
superintendent of the church 
school for five years. Before 
Noble came to Greenbelt, he was 
active in the various churches 
where he lived. 

Noble spent six years serving 
on the Greenbelt Consumer Ser¬ 
vices (GCS) Co-op Congress as 
part of the Greenbelt delegation. 

Ralph Noble started with the 
Boy Scouts in 1930, when he 
received Scouter’s training in 
Liberal, Kansas. He was assist¬ 
ant district commissioner, in 
charge of Greenbelt’s six Scout 
troops. He has been cubmaster 
at times when no one else would 
be, and has been the liaison be¬ 
tween the Methodist Church and 
Pack 746. 

. . , Helping others has always 
been second nature to Ralph No¬ 
ble. There are numerous stories 
about his stopping to help 
strangers in need and giving 
greatly of his time while still 
working. Greenbelt is fortunate 
to have such a man. In the words 
of the first recipient of the Out¬ 
standing Citizen Award, A1 Cou¬ 
sin, “Just a great guy . . . none 
better!"

and Pension System. 

Only one person at the meet¬ 
ing spoke against any provision 
of this plan—Sgt. John Lann, 
president of the Greenbelt Lodge 
of the Fraternal Order of Police. 
He was concerned that an offi¬ 
cer injured in a line-of-duty 
situation would lose eligibility 
for promotion or in-grade raises.

Maryland Gets 18.5 Million 

Senators Barbara A. Mikulski 
and Paul Sarbanes have an¬ 
nounced the approval of more 
than $18.5 million in funding for 
mass transit projects in Mary¬ 
land.

will be electronically opened by 
the dispatcher on the first floor. 

Cells 

In addition to three interroga¬ 
tion rooms, there are six cells. 
Although the Greenbelt police 
rarely have more than one pris¬ 
oner in a cell at any one time, it 
is possible that each cell could 
house 4 to 5 prisoners for up to 
two hours. 

Four cells are to house adult 
prisoners and two are located in 
a separate area to be used for 
juveniles. Each is equipped with 
a washstand and toilet. Three 
have solid doors and three have 
heavy wire mesh doors for those 
who are less obstreperous. The 
effect of being placed behind a 
heavy metal door with one small 
porthole-like window and being 
placed in a cell with open mesh 
is clearly psychological, Craze 
affirms. 

Beside the sally port is an evi¬ 
dence bay large enough to hold 
two tanker trucks, (That might 
be a slight exaggeration). The 
bay was not in the original 
plans and upped the cost of the 
facility about $75,000. But, the 
police were firm in their desire 
to have a secure area not expos¬ 
ed to the elements in which to 
impound vehicles and recover ev¬ 
idence. 

A number of various-sized 
rooms on the lower level will be 
used for roll call, storage, squad 
training and offices for narcotics 
and patrol officers as well as the 
criminal investigation staff. 

The police will enjoy a few 
amenities in their new building; 
spacious locker rooms and show¬ 
ers for men and women and a 
gym equipped with weightlifting 
apparatus. They hope to have a 
small picnic area outside the 
building as well. 

Communications Systems 

Craze points with pride at the 
new-age, “state of the art” tele¬ 
phone system, the Saturn 2E at 
a cost of $55,200. If there are 
any problems with the system, 
Craze relates, the company sel¬ 
ling the product, Fortran, will 
helicopter in maintenance person¬ 
nel within an hour. Whereas, in 
their present building they have 
only three telephone lines, there 
will be five lines into the new po¬ 
lice station for those using the 
non-emergency 474-7200. Many 
officers will have their own tel¬ 
ephone lines for direct commun¬ 
ication. 

Likewise, the sophisticated 
communications system, costing 
$60,000, will be able to patch in¬ 
to other police facilities, will 
control security devices within 
the building, will set off alarms 
if the property or evidence 
rooms are entered without auth¬ 
orization, as well as perform a 
myriad of other functions. 

So, for the 42 sworn officers 
and 17 support staff, this new 
building will provide many chal¬

lenges in adapting to a larger 
facility with technologically so¬ 
phisticated equipment. Chief 
Craze credits Officer Stair with 
overseeing the day-to-day con¬ 
struction activities. Stair has 
spent the past year on the site 
to make sure that construction 
follows design. 

Craze also credits Officer Tom¬ 
my Justin with early design 
work, and the city’s planner, Cei 
ia Wilson, who ran interference 
almost on a daily basis with 
county inspectors, WSSC, and 
the fire marshal’s office. Their 
on-site inspections and interpre¬ 
tations of regulations created a 
number of last minute changes. 
One such change involved instal¬ 


lation of heat sensors in the el¬ 
evator. In case of fire in the 
elevator, the power will be au¬ 
tomatically shut down and the 
elevator is designed to drop at a 
very low speed. 

An expensive facility for a 
small town of nearly 20,000, the 
Greenbelt police station is none¬ 
theless a product of citizen con¬ 
cerns through the efforts of the 
Crime Prevention Committee, and 
the response of the Greenbelt 
City Council. Craze sees possible 
expansion of the force in the 
years to come as drugs invade 
the city to a greater degree. 
“Drugs are the cause of all evil 
these days/ Craze states. “We’ve 
had drug raids in every neigh¬ 
borhood. No area of the city is 
free.” 

Craze also estimates that if
